It is not necessary to call un you to useall your influence to preserve 
this Christian country from an exhibition so disgraceful and go well cal- 
culated to degrade human nature. 

i shall merely request of you to publish as soon as possible from your 
altars that such combats in which human life is exposed to danger are 
prohibited under the severest penalties by the Holy Catholic Church. 

Passing over the decrees of the Council of Trent, it will be sufficient 
to state that the learned Pontiff Benedict: XIV. excommunicates the 
a actors in such tights, their seconds, all who encourage them, 
and all who designedly become spectators of such unworthy. scenes. 

If yon annouuce these penalties from the altar, I am confident that 
the faithful of this diocese, who are so devotedly attached to the Holy

AND LANGAN ON WORCESTER RACE-COURSE, JANUARY 7, 
1824, 


This great battle has been illustrated by no common hand. The 
engraving, from which our picture is taken, was published by the 
fainous Pierce Egan, and was from the pencil: of the no less famous 
James Clements and Thomas Pitman, of Worcester, who suld their 
production to a well-known sporting nobleman of the day, The 
vast amphitheatre spread out belore the spretator contains the outline 
of over 80.000 persons who were present on the occasion—a different 
spectacl to what we witness at a prize fight in these degenerate days, 
The picture from which onr engraving is taken is the property of Mr. 
G. J. Howell, of the cigar stores, 127, Praed-street, | addington, and 
ix supposed to be the only one left out of the thousands sold when 
published, The price was then one guinea, but the march of science

Jack LANGAN. 

Langan, the Trish Champion, was a sawyer by trado, and had dis- 
played excellent milling qualities in his early career in Ireland. Hoe 
was brought out by the celebrated Tom Reynolds, who took immense 
pains with him, and imparted to bim much of that excellent science 
which he himself possessed. Jack Langan was at the time of his 
first battle with Spring 25 years of age; he stood 5 feet 9 inches, 
and weighed about 13 stone. Most of the men ho had fought 

revious to his encounters with the Champion, were unknown to 
ame, but still it was romoured that he stood on his lega like s 
cat, that his science was fully equal to that of og Fe and that hia 
strength and courage would bear comparison with Tom Cribb's, 


Tom Sprina, 

Pierce Egan, and contemporary writers, in speasing of Tom Spring's 
qualifications asa boxer, say, if ever there was a man who, by practice 
of his art, overcame natural and physical disqualifications as a 
pugilist, that man was Spring. He was not a hard hitter, nor, for his 
size, a powerful man; his hands were very apt to swell and become 
useless with comparatively little punching, and he was thus often 
precluded from fiuishing an adversary so soon as might otherwise 
have been the case; but although he could not on these occasions 
inflict punishment, his wonderful acquaintance with all the minutia 
of the art, his great steadiness, patience, and coolness, rendered him 
almost unapproachable; and on the whole he was certainly the most 
difficult man to be got at that ever entered the prize ring. He almost 
invariably fought on the defensive, but these tactics must not be put 
down to want of conrage, for a gamer man never doffed a shirt, but 
to his cautious determination never, if possible, to risk the joss of 
the money of his backers, staked either as battle money, or as 
wagers to abide the issue of bis combats. Only in one instances was 
the confidence of his friends se bert by the result, and that wasin 
his second fight with Painter, in which, as will be recollected, he re- 
received a cut over his eye at the very commencement, which nearly 
blinded him, and prevented his resorting to the tactics with which he 
wus +o familiar. Had Painter vouchsafed him another trial, we think 
the verdict would have been reversed,

the smallest beer-shop for the meanest accommodation, So satisfied 
were the good people of Worcester that the influx of the British public 
would prove # protitable affair to their city, that they sab-eribed £200 
which was given to the agents of the combatan's, as an iuducemen: 
to them to arrange for the battle to take place on their race-cuurse, 
The seeue ou the race-course on the morning of battle is described to 
have been most extraordinary. The assemblage was far greater, and 
contained mauy more *nobs” than had ever been seen at the legiti- 
ite meetings ov the course. Every one was in hia place at least two 
hours before the fight was appointed to taka place, aud the craft upon 
the River Severu, which commanded a view of the scene of action, 
were filled with spectators, even to the tops of the masts and rigging, 
Spring, nccompanied by his secouds, Tom Cribb and Ned Painter, 
arrived on the gronud about one o'clock, and about twenty minutes 
after, the Lrish Champion with his seconds, Josh Hudson aud Reynolds 
mude his appesrance. On stripping Spriug was the taller and more 
symmetrical of the two, while Langan appeared more muscular and 
closely kuit. Both were in five condition, and extremely contident. 
Umpires and a referee having been chosen asia Derburst was 
umpire for Spring, aud Sir H. Goodricke for Langan, and Colonel 
Berkeley referee), the men all being in readiness, gaily shook 
hands, and commenced the Fight, respecting which the following 
remarks are taken from the columns of Hell's Life in London, 
of Jan, 11, 1824 :—*' Iu consequence of the breaking in of the ring, 
and the struggles and repeated falls of the wen, it is impossible 
for any reporter to be stiictly accurate as to the precise rounds 
fought, ‘The battle would have terminated much sooner could 
Spung have used bis left: hand effectively. but after the eighth 
round he could ouly uve it defensively, having injured his knuckles 
by bringing them in violent contact with Lavgan's nut. He has, 
however, proved himself ove of the safest boxers ever known, «nd as 
Dusty Boo ob-erves, ‘never gives a chance avay.’ Another circum- 
steuce that retarded the final issue was the destruction of the inner 
ring; the combatants were so closely surrounded that they had no 
room for action, which was greatly to the disadvantage of Spring, 
whose fiue science wes set at uought in such close quarters. Langan 
has proved himself a perfect glatton, and that he is the best big Lrish- 
mau that ever »ppeared in the PR. He has hitherto been unknown 
to the London Ring and the wonder is how such a novice could make 
xo long a stand against the best man ip it, and bis superior in weight by 
nearly halfa stone.” The remarks conclude with some observations 
apon the persons who had erected stands for the spectators, which, 
although the charges were exorbitant, were 60 insecure as to cause 
serious injuries to many of their customers. Not lesa than twenty 
persons Were seriously injured, many having broken bones, while ap 
equal number were more or Jess bruised. After deducting sufficient 
to pay the ring-keepers, out of the money collected for admission to 
the ring, there remained £200, which was divided equally between 
Spring and Langan, 

In Hell's Life, of the following Sunday, appeared a Jet‘er from Tom 
Reynolds, Langan’s second and friend, stating there had been miucl. 
foul play on the part of the backers of Spring, and the public generally, 
who had not shown that fairness and consideration which was usual, 
simply from the fact that Langhan was an Irishman. The letter in- 
timated that Langan was anxious for another match. It was dated 
from the house of ‘Tom Belcher, tie Castle Tavern, Holborn, ‘To this 
letter were appended remarks by the Editor, in which he says, “ Losers 
are not often the most forward in advocating the cause by which thes 
have lost, and we are not, therefore, surprised that many should comw- 
plain of the late battle. ‘lhe arrangements were evidently ill managed, 
and neither of the combatants had fair play ; yet this is no reason why 
the Mnglish Champion's party should he faxed with injustice towards 
his gallant adversary ; and it is our firm opinion that if the ring had 
been properly attended to, Spring, would have beaten his man in less 
time than he did.” 

A letter also appeared from Langan, in which he declared he was not 
out of time, and never gave in, that he could have fought half an hour 
longer, and that he told Cribb he was ready te go on, but the latter had 
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taken his man out of the ring, and had, theretore, forfeited t= 
money. This letter of course went for nothing, it béing Tol!
